How Much Paint 

Will You Need • . . 

One gallon, of this dependable house 
paint will cover about 350 square feet, two 
coats. To determine exactly the number 
of gallons required, add the width to the 
length of the house, then multiply by two. 
Multiply this figure by the height and you 
will have the total area. Then divide by 
350 to learn the number of gallons needed 
for two coats. For trimmings and cut-ins 
allow about one-fifth more. This will vary 
somewhat according to conditions, and 
here again it will pay you to listen to your 
dealer. 



Mix Thoroughly • • • 

Pour the top liquid into another contain- 
er. Then stir up the paint from the bottom 
pouring back a little of the liquid at a time 
until you have a smooth creamy consistency. 

And Don't Overlook

Painting is easy — any one can use this 
ideal product, although when the job is big 
enough you can never go wrong by hiring 
a good painter. 

Clean the surface thoroughly and re- 
move all dirt or dust with a wire brush and 
duster. Grease spots must be washed with 
benzine or turpentine. Putty up all cracks, 
seams, nail holes and joints. 

On New Work, cover all knots and sappy 
areas with shellac. Your dealer will tell you 
how to thin this house paint for first or 
priming coats. 

Never apply thick heavy coats of house 
paint, instead, brush out a normal amount 
and then rub it in well with long sweeping 
strokes.
